COURTHOUSE CHOSEN FOR HISTORICAL REGISTER 


The Coffee County Courthouse 
in Elba has been selected for en- 
trance in the National Register 
of Historical Locations, accor- 
ding to the Alabama Historical 
Commission. 

Elba has been the county seat 
of Coffee County since 1852. It 
was founded about 1840 as Brid- 
geville, but was changed in 1850 
to Bentonville, in honor of Sena- 
tor Tijomas Hart Benton of Mis- 
souri, who served in Alabama 


in 1818-1814 during the Creek 
War. In December 1851 the 
name was again changed; andthe 
name “Elba” was drawn from a 
hat during a town mass meeting. 

The first Elba courthouse, a 
two-story white frame building 
completed in 1853, was burned 
by “Ward’s Raiders”, a band of 
Confederate deserters, bushwh- 
ackers and Tories, in 1863. In 
1867 a replacement was built, 
and in 1881 that building was 


sold and moved, and the first 
brick courthouse was completed 
in 1882. That building was then 
later enlarged, but proved in- 
adequate, so the present court- 
house was built in 1903. 

In the same year the legis- 
lature passed a law, later de- 
clared unconstitutional, estab- 
lishing a branch courthouse in 
Enterprise. In 1907 another act 
was passed that made provisions 
for a separate judicial district

centered in Enterprise and pro- 
vided for branches ofall princi- 
pal county offices to be located 
there. Thethird and present En- 
terprise courthouse was builtin 
1924. 

The Elba courthouse is atwo- 
story brick Romanesque struc- 
ture with Richardsonian influen- 
ces. It has twin turrets, anda 
square clock tower rising be- 
tween them, above the front en- 
trance and balcony.

Donnie Eagerton, Chairman of 
the Board of Directors of New 
Hope Water System, for that 
community to develop a central 
water system. 

One hundred twenty families 
will be served by the new sys- 
tem, 

The funds were made avail- 
able through the Alabama Devel- 
opment Office and will be used to 
supplement loans and grants al- 
ready approved by the Farmers 
Home Administration. The Gov- 
ernor recently assigned the rev- 
enue sharing funds to the ADO 
for the sole purpose of assisting 
in the development of rural and 
small town central water sys- 
tems. 

Judge James Sawyer, Rep. 
Douglas Easters, Commis- 
sioner ByronGalloway, and New 
Hope delegates Ed Fillingem 
and Donnie Eagerton met with 
Red Bamberg, head of ADO in 
Montgomery recently to make 
the request for the funds. 

Governor Wallace presented 
the check in the House Chamber 
of the State Capitol. 

Other sources of finances to 
New Hope were $90,000 Far- 
mers; Home Administration 
loan, $32,000 Farmers Home 
Adjninistration grant, $1,000 
Members’ Contribution, making 
a total of $137,000 for the cost 
of the project.

WHO BENEFITS FROM TAX LOOPHOLES? 


CONGRESSMAN BILL DICKINSON 


So called tax “loopholes” are 
of great interest to hard work- 
ing taxpaying Americans, but 
there are a few misconceptions 
regarding the issue which sh- 
ould be corrected. 

In any discussion of this na- 
ture a definition of the term 


‘ “loophole” is necessary. Dic- 


tionaries define “loophole” as 
“an ambiguity or omission in 
the text through which the in- 
tent of a statute, contract, or 
obligation may be evaded”. In 
the case of so called tax “lo- 
opholes”, this definition is less 
than valid. Perhaps a more 
accurate statement of definit- 
ion would be: “one man’s tax 
“loophole” is another man’s 
tax exemption and vice versa.” 

Obviously, all of us enjoy 
certain tax exemptions, and 
some enjoy more thah others. 
The most common tax exemp- 
tions are: the personal exemp- 
tion, the standard deduction, 
tax free income from social 
benefits (social security, wel- 
fare, veteran's benefits, etc.) 
and itemized deductions -- for 
state and local taxes, interest 
paid, medical expenses, char- 
itable contributions, etc. With- 


out these exemptions, or “loop- 
holes” if you prefer, many of 
our churches and charitable 
organizations would be hard 
pressed to operate and some 
persons on fixed income would 
find that income rapidly dwind- 
ling. 

A less common but most 
important exemption, often 
called a “loophole”, is that 
exemption offered to those who 
purchase municipal bonds. Lo- 
cal governments “sell” muni- 
cipal bonds to citizens, usually 
the more affluent, to raise re- 
venues needed to build indus- 
trial parks to attract industry 
or to build schools and other 
public facilities. 

Because interest on mun- 
icipal bonds is tax exempt, 
the federal government “loses” 
about two billion dollarsa year. 
Local governments pay only two 
percent on some bonds and 
the buyer is there fore donating 
the other three percent he could 
have earned to the local gov- 
ernment in return for federal 
tax exemption on thetwo percent 
earned. Actually, sucha person 
is paying a “tax” at the rate 
of 60 percent of his income

The real beneficiaries ofthis 
“loophole”, therefore, are lo- 
cal governments who otherwise 
would have to pay higher int- 
If this 
federal exemption or “loop- 
hole” were abolished, the effect 


would be a rise in local taxes 


so the average taxpayer would 
certainly be no better off, and 
the local governments would be 
worse Off. 

Figures for 1970 show that 
over half of all personal income 
is not subject to income tax 
and that all persons who filed 
returns, 20 percent pay no fed- 


-eral tax and 50 percent of 


persons with incomes under 
$5,000 paid no tax. On the o- 
ther hand, only 0.2 percent 
of all persons with incomes 
over $10,000 paid no taxes and 
there was usually a good rea- 
son. 

Additionally, only 112 per- 
sons with incomes over 
$200,000 paid no federal income 
tax in 1970. The remaining 
99.3 percent in this higher in- 
come group paid an average 
tax of $177,161. Even if this 
112 had paid taxes at an av- 
erage rate, the average tax- 
payer’s taxes could have been 
reduced by only about 25 cents 
for the year. 

Yet, a former presidential 
candidate from South Dakota 
would have us_ believe that 
“loopholes” benefit only the 
rich, and that if the rich could 
be made to pay their fair share 
of taxes, the average tax bur- 
den could be reduced substan- 
tially. This is simply not true 

The truth is, so called tax 

“loopholes” benefit almost evy- 
eryone, and especially the lower 
and middle income groups. Only 
a few of the very rich pay no 
taxes and there is usually a 
good reason. Closing “loop- 
holes” would only save a small 
amount of money and would 
not help the average taxpayer 
and would hurt the average 
community or church or ch- 
arity. 
* Tt would appear that the best 
way to reduce taxes is not to 
close “loopholes”, but to reduce 
federal spending drastically, 
thereby permitting a substantial 
reduction in taxes.

First 6 Months Of 93rd Congress Sees Action 
Of Long-Range Consequences 


SENATOR JIM ALLEN 


During the first six months 
of the 93rd Congress a number 
of distinct and unrelated de- 
velopments occured which are 
of importance to Americans 
in the field of government, in 
our economy and in our nat- 
ional life. 

At the top have been efforts 
to stabilize the Nation’s econ- 
omy, reduce unemployment, and 
combat inflation through sev- 
eral phases of wage and price 
controls and other governmen- 
tal actions. The economy and 
all actions and developments 
which have an effect on it are 
of continueing paramount con- 
cern. 

Also high in my judgement 
of noteworthy happenings are 
events connected with the in- 
credible and tragic Watergate 
revelations with the show of 
arrogance the obstruction of 
justice, the compromise of gov- 
ernment agencies and the we 
are above the law attitude by 
high ranking members of the 
White House staff. It is my 
hope that with all of the damage 
done to the President, the pres- 
idency and to our country, the 
Watergate will result in some 
favorable developments, such 
as cleaner elections and cl- 
eaner recognitions of the fact 
that more cooperation is needed 
between the Presidency and the 
Congress. This is a need of 
which I have spoken often in 
the past, both on the floor 
of the Senate and in public 
statements. 

Then of great importance is 
the movement of the United St- 
ates Supreme Court toward the 
center of its rulings. I believe 
this has come about as a result 
of President Nixon’s four appo- 
intments to the court. The in- 


fluence of these appointments, 
‘which includes the Chief Justice 
has been evident in areas of 
aiding law enforcement, slowing 
down permissiveness and in 
giving the states more leeway 
in some local affairs, such as 
re-apportionment. 

Another significant devel- 
opment is the legislated end of 
all American combat activity 
in Southeast Asia, by August 
15th, as voted by Congress and 
approved by the President. This 
legislation was marked by a 
new spirit of compromise in 
which both the Congress and 
the President made major con- 
cessions in order to reach this 
important decision. 

Then movement toward a 
more relaxed relationship with 
the Communist governments of

Russia and China is another 


development, and probably the 
one that bodes the most danger 


to the United States. Many 
Americans -- and I certainly 
and not one of these -- are’ 


convinced that permanent world 
peace is at hand and we can 
now relax our vigilence. The 
fact is that the Russian goal 


now is precisely the same as* 


it way many years ago when co- 
mmunist leaders made it per- 
fectly clear that their aim was 
to become the dominant world 
power. 

The Russians have not sud- 
denly turned into good guys 
and America cannot afford the 
luxury of letting our guard down. 
A strong national defense must 
continue to be our Nation’s No. 
1 priority.

I saw a picture of a man 
holding a big snake in the Elba 
Clipper. This reminded me 
of a conversation I has with 
a forestor in Birmingham this 
week, He said that in his 
experiences he finds more rat- 
tlesnakes in the fields in Au- 
gust and September than any 
other months. He sees more 
moccasins in the spring of the 
year than any other time. Ac- 
cording to him rattlesnakes 
will make an effort to get out 
of your way when you appr- 
oach them. However, he added

that a cotton mouth moccasin 
will often come toward you to 
attack you. The copperhead 
moccasin, though, will try to 
get out of the way. 

For folks who are working 
in the woods or places where 
there are likely to be snakes, 
1 would reccommend the snake 
leggings. These leggings are 
very effective in preventing 
snake bites on the ankle and lo- 
wer legs. Of course, a lot of 
folks are bitten on the hand 
as they work around junk piles 
and other places where snakes 
will take cover.

Cleaning Sewing 
Machine Is Important 


Your sewing machine is 
instrument, and it will serve 
you perfectly for many years 
if you take a few simple steps 
to keep it in good working con- 
dition. The tools you will need 
to do this properly are a soft 
cleaning cloth, a lint brush, 
and sewing machine oil and 
lubricant. 

How often you need to oil, 
clean and lubricate you_ma- 
chine will depend on how much 
you use it and where you keep 
it. The following general steps 
will assure that you will be 
sewing two or three times a 
week. Ifyoukeep your machine 
in a very warm or damp place, 
oil and lubricate it more often 
than these steps suggest. Refer 
to the instruction book accom- 
panying your machine for spe- 
cific care information.

I was amazed to see such a 
fine garden. He had some of 
most every kind of vegetable, 
and his peas, okra, butter be- 
ans, tomatoes, watermelons, 
and peppers were some of the 
finest I have over seen.

several years his garden spot - 


had been growing- bahiagrass 
pasture. The soils had become 
more fertile and this made his 
vegetables have good growth. 
There wasn’t any probelm with 
the bahiagrass reoccuring inthe 
garden area. 


We picked a few peas and gave 
to his healthy hogs that were 
resting in the adjoining bahia- 
grass field under the shade 
of a huge pecan tree. This 
tree must be one of the oldest 
pecan trees in these parts and it 
is literally loaded down with 
pecans. As, we walked past 
the peach trees, I suggested 
taking a picture of Hubert pick- 
ing some of those beautiful pea- 
ches. I leave it to your im- 
agination what happened to the 
peaches, we discussed his corn 
and peanut crops and he point- 
ed out the importance of grow- 
ing grain for his livestock. Ba- 
rnes has a small herd of good 
cattle. He uses bahiagrass for 
grazing and has a few acres 
of coastal bermuda for hay. 

This farm really fascinated 
me because of it’s diversity. 
Mr. Barnes doesn’t have all 
of his stakes set on one or two 
crops.
